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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendment would introduce new limitations into claim 16 which would require new search and 
considerations. It is noted that the claims of the proposed amendment depend on Claim 16. The specific new limitations which would 
require a new search and consideration are: the addition of the limitaion "consisting essentially of in line 2, "SEQ ID NO: 13" in line 5, and 
the deletion of the phrases "fragments, deriviatives or allelic variants" in line 7 and "an amino acid sequence idedntiy of 80%..." of line 9. 
The propsed amendment adding the limitations "consisting essentially or and "SEQ ID NO: 13" would nanrow the scope of the claims and 
a new search and consideration would be required for these new limitations. Furthenmore, deletion of the of the phrases "fragments, 
deriviatives or allelic variants" in line 7 and "an amino acid sequence idedntiy of 80%.. of line 9 would nan-ow the scope of the claims. 
However the proposed amendment would not overcome the rejection of claims under 35 USC 12, 1®* paragraph because the proposed 
claims would still encompass nucleic acid sequences which would hybridize "to said MCP-1 nucleic acid sequences under stringent 
conditions". Therefore, the proposed claims would still encompass sequences which are different from those disclosed in the specification 
and for which there is insufficient written description included in the specification.
